MILITARY EXPERTS IN

OFFICIAL REPORT. 


The following officia] report was issued last 
night in Paris:— - 4] 

“The Conference met at four o'clock this 
afternoon, and held a short sitting, which was 
devoted to the éxamination of the question. of 
the de jure recognition of the Baltic States and 
the Caucasian States. It was decided to grant 
immediate legal recognition to Esthonia and 
Lettonia. The legal recognition of Lithuama 
was viewed with sympathy, although any legal 
decision must be adjourned pending a spttie- 
ment of the Vilna question, which has been~ 
referred to the League of Nations. The Con 
ference declared itSelf entirely favourable to 
the legal recognition of Geowgia, if Georgia for- 
mally puts forward a request. “The: representa- 
tive of Georgia in Paris ie to be immediatety 
consulted on the matter. The Conference meets 
to-morrow ai eleven o'clock to reach a decision 
on the report of the military, naval, and air 
experts.”

Two-thirds of what is to be 
done. is to be commenced by March 15, the re- 
maining third being left for July 1. The ques- | 
tion of the various volunteer formations has not | 
been dealt with separately, the whole matter | 
being treated as above ‘indicated. Germany will 
be duly informed when the Council finally gives 
its decision in the matter, but whether in the 
form of a Note or a Protocol is not yet certain.

UNCLE OF LORD LONDON-

Two Royal Irish Constabulary - con- 
stables were shot dead and a third was 
seriously wounded in Belfast last night 
under mysterious circumstances. 

Their hames are Constables M. Quinn 
and Thomas Heffernan, who are dead, and 
Constable R. Gilmartini, who is wounded. 

‘The shooting occurred at Roddy's Hotel, 
a small licensed shop in Townhall street, 
within a few minutes’ walk of the Central 
Police Station. 

The policemen, who were in plain 
clothes, had come from the dépét in 
Dublin, where they had been staying prior 
to leaving for Belfast. Whey retired, to 
bed at-an early hour. | 

When the time arrived to close the shop 
five men who had ‘been sitting in the 
“snug’’ of the. bar rosé and appeared 
to the barman to leave the house. In 
reality they. went upstairs to thé con- 
stables’ rooms, where they shot the three 
men as they lay in bed. 

One of the constables had evidently 
made an attempt to get up before he was 
shot, as his body was found lying half in 
and half out of the bed. 

The assassins, having completed their 
work, coolly walked down the stairs, and, 
with pointed revolvers, compelled the bar- 
man to let them out. 

The barman ran in alarm to the ~olice 
station and reported the matter, and the 
murderers got away in the meantime. 

A large force of ordinary and special 
constables was soon engaged in; a, search 
for the five men, but up to an early hour 
this morning no arrests had been made.

According to an official report, at ten o'clock 
on Tuesday night a police patrol of six men was 
fired at by a party numbering about 24 men in 
Haggard street in Trim, County Meath, and 
three constables were wounded, one of them 
dangerously. The police returned the fire and 
the attackers made off. | 

Our Trim Correspondent telegraphs:—As a re- 
sult of an ambush in the town of Trim on Tues- 
day night three auxiliary policemen are tying m a 
dangerously wounded condition, one constable 
being unconscious, and grave hopes of his re- 
covery are entertained. A surgeon from Dublin 
is in attendantte. ) 

From the details available, it trans- 
pires that a party of Trim police, num- 
bering six, were on patrol duty at 10 p.m, 
They proceeded in: double file up Haggard 
street, on the way to the Trim Railway Sta- 
tion. The Trim new baftacke are situated in 
Mill street, a small street off High street, and 
not more titan 150 yards from the scene .of 
the ambush. The police had just left High 
street,, and had scarcely gone more than 
eignty yarde, when a volley of shote, fired over 
a wall near a blacksmith’s forge rang out and 
Constable Barney fell. first party of 
the police had just passed. 

Constable Barney was in the second file. 
Constables McQuat and Packman were also 
wounded. Constable Barney was wounded in 
the head and mouth. He is unconscious at 
the time of telegraphing. He is an Englishman, 
and so is Constable Packman,, who is also 
wounded in the head and hand. Constabie 
McQuat is a Scotsman. His. wounds are not 
dangerous. Immediately when the shots were fired 
the entire party of police available opened fire 
on their attackers. It was raining, and the 
attackers, who numbered from 20 to 24 men, 
had the advantage of cover and the wall. In- 
side the wall the police found afterwarde emall 
heaps of stones, which were placed there for 
the purpose of enabling the attackers to reach 
to the top and place their weapons in 
position on the wall. 

Two of the police ran: to the barracks 
for assistance. The entire force turned 
.out promptly, under District Inspector Hor: 
gan. They four Constable Barney lying 
unconscious in the road. The police sent 
up Verey lights for assistance from Navan, 
but the lights apparently were not observed. 
Next morning the police inepected the scene of 
the outrage, and found a live bomb in a field 
at the back of the wall, One of the attackers 
apparently at a gate near the wall, 
and fired at the two leading constables, Sut 
they escaped.

ANGLO-AMERICAN FRIENDSHIP. 

Reuter’s Boston Correspondent telegraphs :'— 
Admiral Sims, addressing & loyal Coslition mass 
meeting here on Tuesday, said :—It is inconceiv- 
able how Americans of Irish nationality can 
support Sinn Fein, knowing what they do about 
it. How any American of Irish descent can 
support the party which was our implacable 
enemy during the war passes my understanding.

CARDINAL LOGUE AND DISTRESS, 


No dearth of proposals—many_of the most 
fantastic character—hase existed to show how the 
financial. disaster that hangs over, Germany, ' 


and threatens every day to overwhelm it, éan 


be averted. The Government is obviously in a’ 


i forlorn frame of mind. If it had the courage of 


its convictions, and could catch the people in 
a sufficiently: docile mood, it would bring down 
i Reichsnotopfer—Empire Aid Tax—on the 
heads of the , ,. confiscating a wey large 
fortunes, and, at one fell swoop, 
of the present burden to case 
in Germany itself would 
be widespread, but it would go a 'long way in 
the end towards straj ing things out. The 
Government seems for two reasons tobe waiting. 
Firstly, it would be fatal. to collect too m 
before the actual limit of obligation under the 
Peace Treaty is fixed. It would oe Fr ns 
the demands of the Allies; instead of reducing 
them. Secondly, the Government, doubtless, 
thinks that, by Keving the idea floating round 
long enough, it will get the public reconciled to 
the thought of paying. ‘ ' : 

Meanwhile, the idea is scaring all the capital 
which can be rendered fluid out of sight. Daily 
one reads in the ne “mm of le caught 
taking valuables out o ¢ country in. military 
automobiles, in aeroplanes, by letter, in pas- 
sengers’ luggage, in cases with goods exported, 
and so ee week I drove with a friend to 
the railway station to see him off by the train 
to London, As we got out of the taxi at the , 
Berlin station, a plain clothes police agent met 
us, showing his metal identification badge, and 
demanding the opening of the Iuggage. That 
is the first examination. A second was asked for 
on the railway. station itself. Needless to Say, 
there is another examination at the. frontier. 
But people who live in Germany are also scared 
to death of the future, and are foregoing In- 
terest on capital so as to save the principal, and 
conceal, either on their person or in ‘their resi- 
dences, valuables in liquid form, such as in 
foreign bank notes, etc. This process is highly 
injurious to the finance of the country. it Is 
a truism that the greater the quantity of money 
in circulation the less its value—that is, the 
higher. prices will be. Moreover, the more 
rapidly money passes from hand to hand the 
more prosperous trade will become, In Ger- 
many, where the use of cheques was almost un- 
known till quite recently—until the outbreak of 
war—a systematic campaign was conducted to 
induce people to use cheques and similar forms 
of payment, so as to redute the amount ol 
currency in circulation, but this noarding pro- 
cess nullifies the whole »ffect of the cheque 
campaign. é 

Taxation can raise a certain revenue, but its 
effectiveness has been found in practice to be 
limited. Human nature will not go beyond a 
certain limit in tax-paying, and that limit has 
either been reached or has been very nearly 
approached. If now the Government, instead 
‘of confiscating outright, as proposed in the 
gs oe or in the levying of compulsory 
loans, could get a large enough sum voluntarily 
from its own people, on deposit, it might be 
able to deal with its obligations to other coun- 
tries under the Peace terms, and so — the 
load which threatens io capsize the ship. To 
attain this a new proposal is now under dis- 
cussion, which seéms to have great possibilities 
of meeting the present crisis. — 

The main thought of the individual'in Germany 
at present is to get his capital into & place 
of safety—out of reach of the Government. He 
is quite ready to forego interest to save the 
capital. His whole idea is to reach security 
from taxation. The proposal is that a loan 
should be issued by the Government, bearing a 
small rate of interest, say 2 per cent., the con- 
ditions of the loan being that the German Go- 
vernment weuld enter into. rantees that all 
amounts subscribed to this loan would be free 
from future taxation in any form. Once the 
sum were paid over and the serip issued, this 
sum would arded for taxation purposes as 
non-existen®. ence, in the capital tax— 
Reichsnotopfer—for instance, it would not..be 
reckoned at all. The tax would only be 
charged on other ‘forme of capital. - This scrip 
should be freely tramsferable by mere signa 
ture, just as a crossed cheque or bill of ex- 
change can be on from hand to band, 
without the scrip being subject to the usual 
stamp duties for transfer. Moreover, in the 
son PEon of: such taxes as income tax, the 
sums saved and used for purchase of scrip in 
this loan would not be taxed, so that a man 
— an income of £1,000 yearly, who subscribed 
£ to the loan, would only pay income tax es 
if his income were £700. ! ’ 

The effects of such a loan, assuming it to 
meet with popularity, would be very far-reach- 
ing. It would immediately contract the cur- 
rency, and improve the raite 
country iteelf—that is to sar, prices would fal! 
very substantially. ‘The rate of exchange with 
foreign countries likewise would improve, owing 
to the confidence inspired by the ability of 
Germany to.deal with its obligations. loan 
would produce, not merely a single yield, but 
a continuous financial resource to the State, for 
the savings now being hidden out of sight 
would, for safety, be paid into the lean ton- 
tinuously. A part of the money so raised could 
be used to convert other recallable loans bearing 
higher rates of interest, so that a savi in 
interest would be effected. . The nt fight 
of capifal from the country w . 
particularly if the penalty for 
capital sm ging wo be made ictal 
confiscation. ith regard to all other taxation 
there would probably be a better return, rela- 
tively speaking, for the anxiety in which people 
now live moil be removed, and more correct, 
statements of valuation would be made. At any 
montent capital could be placed im safety, out 
of reach of the tax collector, so that there 
would be less inducement to conceal the real 
taxable resources. In cases of detection of 
fraud, the threat of total seizure of all fortune 
would reduce deception to 4 minimum. 

There is no doubt that, in theory, the scheme 
has great possibilities for the rectification of 
the financial state of Germany,’ and it is a 
fanciful idea with which even the _ serious 

ublic is toying. If such a loan were succese- 
ully floated in Germany, it would do much 
more to steady the ship of State than the pro- 
vision of the actual money raised. It wouki be 
an overwhelming proof the confidence of the 
German ple in their own Government and 
future. But its weak point is that it looks too’ 
much like putting one’s head into the lion's 
mouth. .The German Government has regarded 
its bond before now es “a scrap of paper,” and 
it might do the same thing again with its ®wn 
people. If such a loan were offered and were 
not taken up, it would inflict the most serious 
damage on the present degraded state of 
credits.
